PRESIDENT GOMPERS SPOKE 
TO A DENVER AUDIENCE

D enver, July 10.— A largo crowd of 
laboring people listened attentively to 
P resid en t G om pers of the A m erican 
F ederatio n ot L abor as he discusscd 
the p a st histo ry of th a t organization 
and m ade an eloquent appeal for the 
labor organizations of the w est th a t 
a re n o t affiliated w ith his organiza­ 
tion to join the sam e. 
In his riiscus- 
„ sion he treated the m any criticism s 
th a t have recently been hurled a t his 
o rd er by th e w estern labor unions and 
kindred societies, and he related m any 
incidents of unw ritten history. 


H is crowd was opposed to him , and 
in terru p ted him w ith questions during 
h is en tire speech. 
In discussing th e 
L eadville stride, and the criticism th a t 
has been matin ag ain st his order, he 
stated th a t during th a t strik e a com­ 
m ittee from the W estern F ederation 
of M iners cam e to 
C incinnati 
and 
pleaded w ith th e F ederation of Labor, 
to adopt a resolution 
lending 
th e 
W estern F ederation of L abor the m or­ 
al and financial support of th e A m er­ 
ican F ederation of Labor. 
H e said 
th a t the com m ittee of m iners positive­ 
ly stated io th e F ederation of L abor 
th a t they knew th a t th e financial aid 
could n o t be given; th a t th e com m it­ 
tee of m iners w anted tne resolution 
passed because of its m oral effect. 


Mr. G om pers contended 
th a t 
the 
com m ittee of m iners pledged itself to 
protect the Federation of L abor in tn e 
peculiar resolutions, and then im m ed­ 
iately 
afterw ards 
began 
a 
series 
of 
criticism s 
of 
th e 
federation 
H e said th a t the W estern F ederation 
of M iners joined the A m erican F ed er­ 
ation of L abor afte r th e 
L eadville 
strik e had been begun, and they left 
it before the strik e w as com pleted. H e 
held' 
th a t the F ederation of L abor 
does not practice th e distribution of 
funds during the strik e, b u t 
leaves 
th a t for the. various organizations rep ­ 
resented in the F ederation to d istrib ­ 
ute am ong th eir strik in g m em bers as 
they deem best. 


In discussing the criticism the W est­ 
ern M iners union has m ade against 
his organization, over its position in 
the Coeur d'A lene m atter, he m ade 
even m ore startlin g statem en ts than 
he did in the L eadville strik e m atter. 
H e had in his possession letters and 
receipts from th e officers of the W est­ 
ern F ederation of M iners acknow ledg­ 
ing the receip t of larg e sum s of money 
from the F ederation of Labor, which 
the receipts stated w ere to be used in 
the defense of the m iners arrested 
in connection w ith the Coeur d'Alene 
strike, and also in assisting in the 
com piling of evidence for the Con­ 
gressional investigation which follow­ 
ed. He held th at his organization had 
done all in its pow er to assist both in 
the L eadville strike and in the Coeur 
d’Alene strike, and he stated th a t his 
organization had rested under w rong­ 
ful criticism s and m isleading sta te ­ 
m ents for six years, but he proposed 
to tell th e truth about the m atter 
and let the people be the judges. 


In discussing Socialism he scored 
the leaders of the S ocialist party for 
advocating 
international 
socialism 
and also advocating several national 
labor organizations. 
H e claim ed th a t 
united organized 
labor 
will 
bring 
about th e sam e resu lts as are contend­ 
ed for by the S ocialist leaders. 
H e 
criticised those leaders for dwelling 
at length upon future realization and 
term ed 
tnem 
"U topian 
dream ers.” 
The iirs t p art of his speech w as de­ 
voted to a brief review of the stru g ­ 
gle of laboring m asses. 
H e discussed 
th e d ifferen t system s of labor inaug­ 
u rated in th e p ast centuries. 
Finally 
th e w age labor system w as inaugu­ 
rated. 


W hen th e T rades U nion cam e into 
existence they found th e condition of 
th e lab o rer in th is system depraved 
and degraded. T he T rades Union was 
th e first facto r w hich gave cogniz­ 
ance to th e condition of th e laborer. 
H e then discussed th e 
question 
of 
u nity am ong laborers, and held th a t 
the essen tial th in g is for laborers to 
unite. H e n ex t discussed th e efforts of 
th e organized labor m ovem ent, w hich 
stand for ju stice, equity, 
universal 
brotherhood, and th e im proved con­ 
ditions of all laboring classes. 
H e 
held th a t th e m ovem ent had 
been 
grow ing as th e m inds of the laborers 
grew. 


“T his question of the labor m ove­ 
m en t involves strik es and boycotts. 
N o m an is a lover of strik es. 
S trik es 
should be avoided w hen possible. U n­ 
ions avoid strik es, m ore 
th an 
any 
o th er facto r in hum an 
society. 
I 
m yself am n o t in favor of strikes, but 
w hen lab o r organizations m u st strike, 
strik e hard , strik e long and strik e ef­ 
fectually. A braham Lincoln once said, 
‘T hank God th a t we live in a country 
w here it is possible for laboring m en 
to say stop! and th e m achinery of in­ 
d u stry w ill sto p !’ ” H e show ed w hat 
w ill becom e of th e 
people 
if 
they 
should su rre n d e r 
th e ir 
rig h ts 
to 
strik e. 
“E very 
lab o r 
organization 
should exert' th e ir rig h t to strik e, and 
th ey should continually dem and larg ­ 
e r sh ares of th e product of labor.” 
P assin g on dow n to th e labor situ ­ 
ation o f th e w est he said : “In regard 
to th e th in g s th a t have affected you 
in th is p a rt of the country, I w ish to 
say a few w ords, b u t I shall n o t abuse. 
If w e refrain from filling o u r speeches 
w ith abuse, then w hen th ese people 
com e back to the A m erican T rades 
union, we shall have no apologies to 
m ake. 
M y only re g re t is th a t a t th is 
la te day m atters w hich should have 
been k e p t w ithin the w alls of labor 
m u st be brought to publie attention. 
I could n o t allow th e A m erican F ed ­ 
eratio n of L abor to be abused w ith­ 
o u t p ro testin g . 
I have alw ays plead­ 
ed fo r u n ity .” 


H e th e n gave a history of the A m er­ 
ican F ed eratio n of L abor since its 
b irth in 1881 and recited how it had

H e then re­ 
cited th e h isto ry of tfce W estern Labor 
union an d th e W estern M iners union, 
and contended th a t if it w as rig h t for 
th e w e st to organize sep a ra te unions, 
it w ould also be rig h t f o r th e o ther 
sections of th e country to do likew ise.

Johnstow n, Pa., July 12.—T he ex­ 
ten t of the horrible catastrophe of the 
rolling mill m ine of th e C am bria Steel 
com pany is now 
capable 
of 
being 
grasped. 
E arly tonight, in spite of 
conflicting reports as to the num ber of 
dead, a careful and com plete com ­ 
pilation by the A ssociated P ress shows 
th at 112 is the exact num ber of bodies 
taken from the mine. 
Up to 6 o clock 
this evening, 108 had been recovered, 
and at 8 o'clock, 
four 
m ore 
w ere 
brought to the surface. To this future 
explorations of corridors m ay add a 
few, but it cannot be m any. 


Almost, all the em ployes who could 
have been in the m ine a t the tim e of 
the life-wrecking explosion of T hurs­ 
day are accounted for. Very few in­ 
quiries for m issing have been m ade to 
the authorities or to the m ine officials, 
and this better than 
anything 
else 
dem onstrates 
the 
im possiouny

m any bodies still 
rem aining 
in the 
death tomb. 


The m ine officials say there is no 
use attem pting to estim ate the num ­ 
ber of dead. 
They say they sim ply do 
not know, and urge the futility of 
placing the m atter on the basis of 
guessw ork. 
They express the belief, 
how ever, that, all, or alm ost all, are 
out of thn mine.

found were in a bad state of decay. 
The search w ent on after three w ere 
brought out and still continues. 


All day thousands of men, women 
and children, draw n th ith er out of 
morbid curiosity, lingered about the 
low fram « structure.

“I, therefore, conclude th a t the rail­ 
roads 
and 
other

corporations 
whose property has been thus assessed 
are not only m orally but are legally 
bound to pay the taxation as assessed 
and levied under the conditions above 
m entioned; but I have also concluded 
th a t under the circum stances as they 
exist and as above recited th a t these 
corporations will hold out and refuse 
to pay the taxes so levied, and will 
not, unless com pelled 
so to do 
by 
judgm ent of som e court of com petent 
jurisdiction. 
I have, 
therefore, 
con­ 
cluded, w ithout officially advising any 
of the counties of th e state or the offi­ 
cers whose duty it is to collect such 
revenue, to say th a t I believe it is 
expedient to com prom ise w ith these 
corporations, statin g it as a m atter of 
law th at the county com m issioners 
have the right to rebate any reasona­ 
ble amount, from collection of taxes

ter interest in the future. The recent­ 
ly adopted plans of the association 
contemplate much 
more extensive 
parking, broadened boulevards, land­ 
scape gardening, larger allowance for 
lots and many features which as the 
grounds fill up with cottages and build­ 
ings will be of marked value in the es­ 
tablishm ent of a perm anent resort. 


As yet, little has. been accomplished

Already the site for the auditorium 
has been graded for the carpenters, 
and within a few days the framework 
of the building will be seen at tne top 
of Point Lookout, within 1.000 feet of 
the main thoroughfare and upon one 
of the grandest sites ir Colorado. The 
necessary grading a n i street work 
with laying of w ater pires and arrange­ 
ments for lighting, will have been ac­ 
complished long before the assembly 
opens, in August. 


The sale! of lots which has been be­ 
gun upon the new plat is to be pushed 
from this time, the citizens being asked 
tq assist the. association in the work 
apdîthe money,’received being placed 
.in - the improvement fund to carry out 


panoramic view of Colorado Springs, 
Manitou, Colorado City and the valley 
of the Fontaine Qui Bouille, to be 
found anywhere unless it might be 
from the mountains across the valley. 


The entire 130 acres which is now 
the property of the Chautauqua asso­ 
ciation is a most picturesque place.

Peak—which from this view * point is 
seen to the best possible advantage 
arid without interference from the foot­ 
hills.

sandstone hill having been cut up un­ 
til, looking down into the valley one 
can imagine that he is in the midst 
of the breakers upon ..the shore of a 
blood red ocean that is tumbling about 
him. 
It is a rem arkable optical effect 
and one not to be found anywhere but 
here.'. Looking - toward Manitou one 
sees far below, a rolling hillside, car­ 
peted at this tim e with green, where 
the engineers-have ¡laid out a little 
city of the future and where the sur­ 
face conditions are unusually good for 
building purposes. 


Then one’s 1 ey.e wanders off toward 
the Garden of the Gods, where the 
odd. rocks cut the sky line as' far as 
one can see, the picture extends down 
to the very feet of-the onlooker. Na­

France and Italy to purchase a large 
number of eggs for distribution among 
farmers throughout the. south.—iNew;

HERE never was a brighter outlook for the succcss of the Republican

Evidently the Republican feels there is danger that Fairley and Lowry 
may try to act the part of bosses for it quite strongly warns them that any at­ 
tempt at bossism will be resented by the party. 


This is not a good year for bosses of any kind and the next state con­ 
vention will undoubtedly make that fact most clear and certain. 


Neither is it a good idea for any person in the state to believe that the 
party will turn down veteran party bosses and old residents for the sole 
purpose of clothing such now persons in the purple raiment of bossism, however 
attractive they may attempt to make their proposed reign appear.

THE REPUBLICAN PARTY AND THE TRUSTS, 


R. HELEN DENSMORE of New York, who has been actively interested 
for mans' years in obtaining freedom for Mrs. Maybrick. the American 
woman who is serving a life sentence in an English prison charged 
with poisoning her husband, Mr. James Maybrick of Liverpool, has 
just rcccivcd a letter from the Baroness do Roques, Mrs. Maybrick's mother. 
The Baroness writes from Rouen, France: 


•You will bo interested to know that the English press is agitating 
rhe matter of the one-tenth remission of all good conduct prisoners. 
Sir Algernon West has made a public press appeal for this. He was a 
prison visitor for years, and on his authority it is stated that Mrs. 
Maybriek's conduct has been excellent. Lady Rivveisrtaie. with other 
English women of rank, is agitating that the prisoners be not forgotten 
at the coronation. From what I hear there is a strong probability that 
Florence will be free in August, as the ten per cent, rule would make 
her time limit only two more years, and if they should make the pro­ 
posed remission to prisoners of one-tenth, her release would be due in 
August. 
. 
. 
You can quite understand my state of anxiety. 
I 
am going over to see her in July instead of this month, the regular 
date, hoping to avo!d the crowd and hoping that we may know more 
then. 
She is so frail that I almost fear the result of freedom. One of 
the officials told me lately they were seriously anxious about her. 
There was a rumor that she would be required at once to go to the 
United States, but this she could not endure, nor could 1. Moreover, 
I have no funds for the expensive trip." 
Dr. Helen Densmore, apropos of this case, remarked. 
"The press has 
been extensively circulating rumors of a pardon to be granted on the corona­ 
tion of King Edw-ard. 
Whether there is any foundation to these rumors is 
very uncertain. 
The friends of Mrs. Maybrick have had their hopes blasted 
so mai-:' times during her thirteen years’ incarceration that they are not easily 
buoyed tif. by stories of this kind. 
This case is one of the most unique in 
modern criminal jurisprudence, and if the facts of the great injustice of the 
Maybrick trial should ever become known to the English public, the people 
would be horrified that England, the most civilized, the most Christian nation 
in the world, could have perpetrated such an outrage. 


"Gail Hamilton made the particulars of this case widely known in America. 
The late Lord Chief Justice Russell has left it on record in the home depart­ 
ment that in his opinion Mrs. Maybrick ‘was unfairly tried, ought never to 
have been convicted and ought to be released.’ Our ambassadors in London 
¿lave successively used their efforts in her behalf, and. in spite of all. the 
English government has persistently refused either to exercise clemency or 
to grant a reopening of the case, which her friends believe would demonstrate 
her innocence. 
If King Edward shall be moved to pardon this unfortunate, 
let us hope he will not delay, lost she be summoned to a higher court.” 
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never be heard of again, or he may stalk forth at the next session of congress 
in the shape of reciprocity, restriction of trusts or rivalry for party leadership 
which may gravely endanger party success by internal discord. But at present 
the party in power can feel reasonably content with the success of its policies 
at home and abroad. 
Imperialism, irrigation, the Isthmian canal, the tariff, 
except in its relation to trusts, and the money question are no longer live issues. 


With the Democratic party the situation is entirely different; .it must find 
issues on which to appeal to the country, but it must first compose the fac­ 
tional quarrels of its leaders which have broken out afresh lately.

country to sec what a poor success they make of the laundry business. 
The 
celebrated harmony dinner at the Tihlen club, which was an honest effort on 
the part of the eastern Democrats in that direction, discovered a remarkable 
lack of harmony. It made evident the fact that for some years past the dif­ 
ferences of opinion on public questions and on party policy, and the jealousy 
and dislike of the leaders for each other have been so great that what is called 
the Democratic party is really two parties of different political ideals and 
united only in the hope of defeating the party in power. 
Should such a dis­ 
united party as that ever succeed at the polls, it could only fail in congress; 
its legislation would be impotent and unsatisfactory. Mr. Bryan evidently pre­ 
fers the role of dictator to counsellor. He thinks that if he abates his former 
sentiments on public questions one jot or one tittle, he will be sacrificing his 
principles. 
A man in that state of mind is a difficult subject to deal with 
and we don't envy his party associates and rivals their task. 
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A WHITE ELEPHANT FROM SIAM.

HE main reason why a large majority of the people of the United States 
now support the Republican party is bccausc that party does things, 
and docs them in a sensible and reasonable way. 


The Republican party progresses, but it docs not try to progress 
by revolutionary and destructive methods. 


Every great question of national policy that has been settled in the past 
fifty years has been settled by the Republicans, and it is to that party alone 
that we can reasonably look for a satisfactory solution of the political prob­ 
lems that now press upon us. 


One of the most important of these problems at the present time is that 
of the relation of the government to the vast combinations of capital that have 
grown out of modern business conditions and that seem to be a necessary part 
of modern business organization. 


The general principles that apply to the case are easy to understand and 
not difficult to state. 
Modern methods arc essential to the proper service of 
the public, and to the maintenance of our national position in competition with 
other nations. The policy that would forbid business organization on a large 
scale and would undertake to drive all the so-called trusts out of business., 
would, if in any way it could accomplish its purpose, bring about, a most dis­ 
astrous catastrophe, involving the entire business and industrial system of ouf 
country. 


On the other hand it is well established by human experience that it is 
. not safe to permit the capitalists themselves to determine their relations to 
the government and to the people. We already know by actual experience that 
there is something more than a theoretical danger from the vast and powerful 
aggregations of capital, holding power over the welfare of great sections of 
country and affecting the destinies of millions of people. 


The Republican party is by no means blind to the situation, and there 
is plenty of evidence that it is dealing with the problem in all sincerity and 
wisdom. 
President Roosevelt has taken particular pains to show that he 
appreciates the great importance of this question and that he intends to use 
the full measure of his official power and influence towards its solution. In 
the great speech which he delivered at Fittsburg on July 4th he declared his 
. position unmistakably, as follows: 


"And now, my fellow citizens, I spoke of the task which has con­ 
fronted those in Cuba and the Philippines as being one of the tasks 
which this generation had to face. 
It is only one. 
We have great 
problems at home to face. I am speaking in one of the great industrial 
centers, not merely of America, but of the world. (Applause.) 
A mil­ 
lion people stand grouped in a small radius around fhc spot where wo 
now are. 
The growth of your cities within this radius has been one 
/ 
of the most striking phenomena of the day, and therefore you are 
brought face to face with those problems which affected our entire 
civilization at the opening of this new century. 
The tremendous rush 
of our industrial development which has brought in its train so much 
that is good and also of necessity brought somewhat of evil, the very 
intensity of the progress that has been made has meant that new and 
infinitely difficult problems have arisen which we must strive to solve 
as best we may. 


“Under our form of government with its great decentralization of 
power, some of those problems must be solved through the work of 
private individuals w-orking by themselves; 
others by the association 
into organized bodies of groups of private citizens and others yet 
through the various governmental agencies of municipal, state and 
nation. Especially great, especially difficult are the problems caused 
by the growth and concentration of great individual, and above all, 
great corporate fortunes. 
It is immensely for the interests of the 
country that there should be such individual and corporate wealth as 
long as it is used right, and when not used right then it becomes a 
serious menace and danger. 
(Applause.) 
The 
instruments 
and 
methods with wrhich we are to meet these new problems must in m any 
cases themselves be new but the purpose lying behind the use of these 
methods, of those instruments, must, if we are to succeed, be now as 
In the past, simply in accord with the immutable laws of order, of 
justice and of right. 
We may need and in my belief, will need, new 
legislation 
conceived in no radical or revolutionary spirit, but in a 
spirit of common sense, common honesty and a resolute desire to face 
facts as they are.” (Applause.) 


In this determination to check the abuses and to overcome the dangers of 
great capital combinations, President Roosevelt has the general support of 
his party. 
With surprisingly few exceptions the Republican newspapers of 
the country approve the president's position, and even the active agents and 
beneficiaries of the trusts do not seem to consider it wise to appear in active 
opposition to the popular will. 


A recent dispatch to the St. Louis Globe-Democrat from Washington de­ 
clares that early in the next session an anti-trust bill will pass congress by a 
practically unanimous Republican vote. 
According to this dispatch it haS 
been the president’s desire from the outset to have a law which should effec­ 
tively check the aggressiveness of trade combinations when they began to 
Interfere with popular rights. 
The attorney general realized, however, the 
great difficulty and danger of hasty legislation in restraint of private enter- 
' prise, and they both decided to see how far existing law would go before enter­ 
ing1 upon the preparation of a new law. Hence the prosecutions of the Northern 
Securities company and the Beef trust, involving different typical phases of 
the subject, were Intended quite as much to discover where the Sherman law 
fell short of its author’s designs as to put its strength to the test. These two 
suits, which are all that it is the present plan of the administration to under­ 
take till a new law has been enacted, have given the attorney general a great 
xnany auggestionB. 
He has embodied them in certain additions to the text 
' of the Littlefield bill or In marginal indications of changes which' would be 
• advisable, so that tile measure is now much longer and more elaborate. 


If this policy Is carried out by the Republican party, as there is very good 
reason to suppose it will be, it will accomplish two things: 
It will add a 
ratable accomplishment to the long list of Republican successes, and it will 
' deprive the'Democrats,of some valuable campaign material, upon which they 
> . are placing great reliance for the future. 
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THE INDIAN AT WORK, 


HERE are plenty of old timers in Colorado who will be surprised to 
learn that the Indian, especially the Sioux, has gone to work, yet that 
is what has happened by order of the interior department taking effect 
July 1, 
Even the aborigincc has discovered that this iB a work-a-day 
world and that, you can't get what you want without working for it. 


A quarter of a centufy ago the Sioux was ready enough to work mischief on 
the settler, but that was the only kind of work ho turned his hand to. 
Every 
other variety of work was done by the squaw; all the drudgery of daily exist­ 
ence, the preparation of food, hauling water, dressing skins, striking camp, 
etc.. all fell on her; the buck hunted and fought and was “heap big Indian"; 
anything else was derogatory to his dignity. 
Of course some tribes like the 
semi-civilized and peaceful Navajos did a moderate amount of work but the 
fierce and predatory Indians of the plains, like the Sioux, Comanehes. Arapa- 
hoes and Apaches, were as scornful of work as the modern hobo. 
The hunt­ 
ing and fighting stage passed away with the settlement of the great west; 
he was fought to a standstill and put on a reservation where he received his 
regular allow-ance of supplies from the government and loafed. 
Now the 
loafing period is over and Commissioner Jones has decreed that he must cut 
his hair and go to work; 
exchange feathers and dressed deerskin for blue 
(jumper and overalls; stain his face with the sweat of his brow and the 
dust of mother earth instead of red and yellow ochre; lay aside the rifle and 
the hunting knife and take up thp shovel and the hoe. 
But the Indian isn't 
doing this just, because he is ordered to but because it pays. 
Indian agents 
have been supplied many times with agricultural tools, but the ploughs, spades 
and rakes have rusted in the storehouses for lack of use. Now he has a motive 
to work which is the acquisition of the dollar. 
Among the other vices of civi­ 
lization which the inferior race acquires when it rubs up against the superior 
is the love of the. almighty dollar, not from a miserly desire of possession but for 
what it brings of the good things of life. The Indian likes to smoke, he has a 
thirst and he enjoys “sitting into a little game." with the other bucks; all 
these things cost money and there is just one way to get it—by working at 
$1.25 a day. 
So White Crow and Red Feather and Big Moon arc shoveling 
dirt and building roads just like Tom, Jack and Jim. 
He is no longer, “Lo, 
the poor Indian, whose untutored mind sees God in the clouds or hears him 
in tho wind," he has been "tutored” up to the point of passing an examination 
how to remove so many cubic yards of gravel in a day's work and ho has 
gone at it with all the muscular energy he has been saving up for many 
generations. The picturesque Indian of the past with his feathers, deerskins, 
beadwork. rifle and scalping knife is gone; hereafter wre can only find him in 
the wild west show. The red man has become a day laborer. 


HE people of the United States seem to have an unlimited fund upon 
which to draw for the purpose of entertaining royal princes from 
Germany or England, but Siam is not on the list of our good friends 
for whom expense is no object. 


Since the information was received that the Prince of Siam intends to 
come to this country in September, some of our diplomats have been in­ 
vestigating the cost of entertainment. 
The estimate that it will take about 
J50,00ft a day to meet the princely expectations has tended to discourage 
hospitality, and even the most enterprising St. Louis World's Fair commis­ 
sion is inclined to dodge the honor of entertaining the guest from Siam. 


It looks very much as though this princo would have to be satisfied with 
a Philadelphia treat, and accept whatever he is able to pay for, the same as 
other travelers, royal or otherwise. 


Lord Kitchener is by no means a perfect hero, but the British people 
seem to have made up their minds that he will do very well in default of 
a better. 
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ENTERPRISE AT TRINIDAD.

GOOD example of the way cities grow is given by Trinidad. 


That city wanted an electric rapid transit line, and instead of 
waiting until it fell down out of the sky, or until someone came 
along with one that he wanted to get rid of, the merchants of Hie 
enterprising community set. to work and succeeded in raising the sum of 
$10,000, a considerable sum for a place of that size. 


As a result the city will have its system of electric communication within 
its own limits and with the neighboring coal camps, while the enterprise thus 
displayed is certain evidence that future opportunities will be met in similar 
fashion.

John M. Burke is a retired merchant, aged about 80 years, and without near 
relatives. 
He has placed with a board, of which ex-Mayor Hewitt is chairman, 
the sum of $4.000,000, with which they are directed to found the Winifred 
Masterson Burke Relief Foundation, named after his mother. 


It is Mr. Burke's object to benefit convalescents. 
Worthy persons need­ 
ing care are to be admitted to the refuge. 
He makes two provisions. 
First, 
that the relief shall be extended to self-respecting persons who have been able 
to maintain themselves previous to becoming ill; second, that the relief shall 
be temporary. 
He does not propose founding an asylum, nor to provide for a 
body of pensioners. 


The sum given is the largest ever donated for aiding the poor and un­ 
fortunate. 
This benefaction will undoubtedly do a vast amount of good. Many 
a man or woman who has valiantly tried to get ahead in the world becomcs 
ill and has not the money with which to take the needed rest that would 
restore health. 
Recovery is often a very slow process, and yet tho patient is 
not ill enough to stay at a hospital, nor is it desirable that they should. 
It is a 
benefaction that the physicians will applaud. 


DISAGREEMENTS WITHIN THE PARTIES. 


T 


HE Republican and Democratic parties present a curious analogy just 
now in the fact that they both show decided lines,of cleavage within 
the party structure along factional lines. 
They both have family 
quarrels on hand of varying degrees of bitterness due to disagree­ 
ments among the leaders. This state of affairs is much more marked in the 
Democratic than in the Republican party, though the latter is by no means 
free from the danger of discord. A man of the masterful character of President 
Roosevelt is sure to have more or less friction with the party war-horses; he 
has very definite ideas on national questions and a very wholesome indifference 
to what is merely politic; he has the courage of his convictions and signs 
are not wanting that he intends in the near future to take a fall out of the 
questions of trusts and labor troubles. These are two of tho most pressing 
yet most delicate and difficult questions of the day, and there will be many 
heartburnings among politicians of both parties before they are settled. There 
is danger to whatever party grapples with them, yet the party which handles 
them successfully will gain lasting popularity. 
The Republican party has al­ 
ways shown great practical wisdom in handling business affairs; 
it is the 
party which has stood for the protection of the workingman from foreign 
competition and it has always risen to every emergency which confronted it 
in the past, so there is every reason for believing that it has the’ ability 
and capacity for meeting successfully the questions of the future. The cur­ 
rents of official life in Washington, while congress \yas in session, didn’t all 
flow smoothly, and the old party leaders who for years have had great weight 
in national and partisan affairs and great influence at the White house found 
they had a new and independent force to geal with. Tho Republicans, however, 
have kept their disagreements strictly within the domestic circle; their family 
skeleton is locked tightly in the closet and the rattle of his bones is scarcely 
audible to the outside world;

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“A Public Document.’

It is strange and almost pathetic how 
much good reading gets printed every 
year at the expense of Uncle Sam which 
it may be said that nobody ever reads. 
An inculpated or attacked officer of the 
army or navy or a department official 
prepares,' for instance, an exhaustive 
and satisfactory defense of his conduct, 
and thereafte’r refers inquirers to "my 
report.” But the general public never 
sees it. When Uncle Sam has a good 
"document" out of the government 
printing office he ought to advertise it, 
as other publishers do. Otherwise love’s 
labor is lost. 
To parody the proverb 
about the horse and the water, you may 
send public documents to a constituent, 
but you cannot make him read what he 
rashly assumes to be illegible. 


The occasion of these remarks is "H. 
R. Doc. No. 645” of the late session. It 
is a letter from the secretary of the 
navy transmitting the correspondence 
between the department and 
Admiral 
Kempff in relation to the bombardment 
of the Taku forts in China. 
It is. in 
fact, a complete account and a complete 
vindication of the course we took 
toward China and toward our esteemed 
allies at the outset of the advance on 
Peking. It was the same course which 
we pursued afterward, when the army 
took up its work. 
But this is an ac­ 
count of the share of the navy. 
It is 
made plain in these pages that Secre­ 
tary Hay, Secretary Root and Secretary 
Long were all of one mind about that 
deplorable transaction and all worked in 
harmony. What Secretary Hay has hap­ 
pily described our diplomacy as being— 
a blend of the Golden Rule and the 
Monroe doctrine—was illustrated in that 
operation by every American concerned, 
and secured us the gratitude of the 
Chinese and our own national self re­ 
spect. 


It appears in the correspondence that 
Admiral Kempff anticipated by his own 
good sense and good feeling, the con­ 
clusions at w’hleh the administration at 
Washington was to arrive, and on his 
own responsibility 
and 
for reasons 
which he gives w-ith force and clearness 
declined to co-operate In the bombard­ 
ment of Chinese forts before any overt 
act had been committed by China. 


In addition to this showing, the ad­ 
miral unconsciously vindicates himself 
as the possessor of some of the most 
valuable anil entertaining qualities of 
the traditional “sea dog.” When the 
foolish Chinese in the forts frustrated 
his efforts to save them by committing 
the overt act, the admiral observes: 
"The forts opened fire first, at 12:50 
a. m. of the 17th, without warning to 
anyone, and apparently did not care 
who might suffer so long as the man 
behind the gun did not kill himrelf.” 
And again, of the relations between 
ourselves and our allies, he nautically 
observes: 


"The Rritlsh and our forces have mu­ 
tual confidence in each other and work 
cheerfully together. We also get along 
without any trouble at all with all 
others, but on account of the difference 
of language the officers and men do not 
¡associate so much with each other.” 


When one conies upon documents in 
which so much interesting and valuable 
matter is concealed as in this corre­ 
spondence, he is tempted to wish that 
the government printing office might 
become a real publishing house, with an 
efficient advertising department to let - 
the American people effectively know 
beforehand when any tiling of special 
nubile interest is coming out. 


Chinese Exclusion Perfectly Secure.

Secretary Shaw and. Solicitor O'Con- 
n<*II of the .United StateB treasury have 
thrown confusion into the camp of those 
Democrats who expected- to make state 


politics out of the Chinese exclusion act. 
These fictitious patriots laid great stress 
upon the amendment 
which 
Senator 
Platt of Connecticut forced Into the bill 
in the final passage, namely, that all 
laws then in force were re-enacted if 
"not inconsistent with treaty obliga­ 
tions." The point on which the Demo­ 
cratic alarmists pinned their faith in 
their predicted failure of the exclusion 
law was that some of our treaties with 
foreign nations provided for the free 
admission into the country of their sub­ 
jects and that these provisions would 
apply to the new law affecting Chinese 
Immigration. If it had been possiCTe to 
give the phrase such a broad and sweep­ 
ing interpretation as to make it cover 
every treaty to which the United States 
was a party, the barrier erected against 
the servile Asiatic laborer would have 
been destroyed, of course, and nothing 
short of the enactment of a new law 
free from the challenged phrase could 
have restored It. But nobody possessed 
of ordinary common sense could have 
been expected to put such an interpreta­ 
tion on the intent of congress. The lat­ 
ter never intended to give the phrase 
any other meaning than that which 
would apply to existing treaties with 
China. This was the ground taken by 
the “Chronicle” at the time of the pas­ 
sing of the bill. It would have been the 
height of absurdity to assume that the 
terms of a treaty made with England, 
Russia, France or Italy were applicable 
to legislation affecting only the Chinese 
race. But the Phelan Chinese commis­ 
sion and its organ harped long and loud 
on that one string, with the view of 
impressing the people of this state that 
a Republican congress had passed a law 
which abolished Chinese restriction. 


If anyone was influenced by such 
foolish reasoning, all cause for fear in 
that respect is now 
dispelled. 
The 
treasury department declared 
that it 
will construe the phrase in question as 
"applying only to such treaties as we 
may have with China.” That Is the only 
reasonable course to take, and It brings 
the operation of the new exclusion law 
strictly within the line of ail the de­ 
cisions of the supreme court of the 
United States, The latter has sustained 
every law and every treasury depart­ 
ment ruling which the new exclusion 
law re-enacted In the light of the Chinese 
treaties. The expressed Intention of the 
department must be u sore disappoint­ 
ment to thè Democratic 
cheeseparers 
who expected to make petty politics out 
of their predicted failure of the ne.v 
statute, but it will reassure the labor­ 
ing element of the country and the 
friends of American industries that we 
are perfectly secure agaipst Mongolian 
invasion.

This dis­ 
patch was sent by James B. Haynes, 
who was then managing editor of the 
Omaha Bee, and is now the Washing­ 
ton correspondent of the Salt Lake 
Tribune, the Lincoln State Journal and 
other newspapers. It is an interestinz 
fact that Mr. Haynes now represents ( 
Mr. Heath’s newspaper here and that 
the curious mistake never affected the 
personal relations of those gentlemen.

A section of 
the burnt portion of the staircase was 
sent to the National museum to be pre­ 
served as a relic, and the president also 
obtained a. piece which will be kept in 
his 
family as an heirloom. 
Curious 
sightseers, who get as close to the 
White house as the workmen will per­ 
mit, beg for pieces of the historic stair­ 
case, and failing in their wishes, carry 
, away nails, pieces of wood, or plaster, 
as relics. Just before the president left 
Washington for his summer vacation, 
he walked over to the White house and 
inspected the work of improvement. It 
has not yet been decided whether the 
colonnades, connecting the two wings 
'to be added to the White house, shall 
be enclosed in glass, and decorated 
with plants, or turned into an art gal­ 
lery for the preservation of pictures 
of the presidents and members of their 
families, for which the old White house 
afforded no room. 
The basement will 
be transformed into a series of elegant 
dressing and reception rooms. 


From the center a grand marble stair­ 
way will ascend to the drawing-room 
floor of the White house, and will then 
he carried on to the living apartments. 
At all receptions In the future the en­ 
trance will be on the east side through 
this colonnade and Into the dressing 
rooms. The stairway will open on all 
the drawing rooms, and the stately pro­ 
cession of the presidential party down 
the grand stairway will be visible from 
the blue room. Heretofore, only those 
clustered In the main corridor could 
see this entrance. The present private 
stairway will be removed and its space 
and the corridor on which it opens will 
be thrown into the adjoining apart­ 
ments. and will form the new state din­ 
ing room, a hall only 25 feet shorter 
than the east room.

Our national life is-made vigorous by 
the ceaseless effort of the poor to be­ 
come rich. The distinction that comes 
to the victor in the game of life, illumin­ 
ates hie entire environment. 
He be­ 
comes, as it were, a beacon to guide 
others who have set sail on the sea 
of labor and .cruise on, ever hopeful 
of casting anchor in the harbor of For­ 
tune. Millions are sailing on. Parents 
patiently laboring at the least promis­ 
ing and agreeable tasks cheerfully pay 
their hard earned money for the main­ 
tenance of children, 
who. in 
public 
schools are being well prepared to step 
into the world 
on a more advanced 
plane of human effort: and In the silent 
and hopeful contemplation of this ad­ 
vancement of their children ,they find 
tlie reward of,their honest toil.. They 
séefc to 'raise their children to' a level 


that is beyond them. Millions of par­ 
ents are so engaged. Do these parents 
regard these children as the equals or 
the superiors of the children who are 
■ not sent to school? What is this but 
the aristocratic influence? Commendable 
■ ambition? Very well. Let it be “com- 
‘ mendable ambition.” It begins in the 
crowded tenement house and ends------- 
where? Does it not seem to end at the 
. Court of St. James?

But let us consider the conditions as 
our life presents them. 
The diligent, 
i persistent boy, whose father is toiling 
' with pick and shovel, passes from his 
school to the store. 
He works along 
making progress; marries, has children. 
’ One of his sons becomes a lawyer, a 
stock broker or a railroad man. He be­ 
comes rich, influential. His sons gradu­ 
ate from Columbia, 
Cornell,* Yale or 
Harvard. These sons are in a sphere of 
life as far removed from their grand­ 
father as the earth from the sun. Yet 
in each is the same old family trait to 
advance still further. 
They want po­ 
sition so secured and fortified that it 
will not be dependent on property alone. 
Here they come into collision with the 
democratic principle in earnest. Rec* 
ognition of worth not based on personal 
imerlt or personal riches does not ex­ 
ist in this country.. 
There being no 
hook to hang pretentions unon jmd as 


the pressure for place from below is so 
persistent and constant, the would-be 
maker of a family name is compelled 
to seek conditions favorable to his am­ 
bition. 
William Waldorf Astor, 
ln 
seeking England sought it for the sys­ 
tem the English laws and customs af­ 
ford successful individuals to build up 
and uphold a family name. 


In the city of New York the families 
who arrogated to themselves the title 
of "the best 
society” 20 years 
ago, 
have been compelled to surrender their 
place to another set; they have been ab­ 
sorbed or dispersed by this set, which 
was richer and more powerful. 
For 
a hundred years this old fashioned so­ 
ciety rooted in the soil of colonial days 
and marching along with the mercantile 
history of the city, kept its proud po­ 
sition, but within the last 
20 years 
people who become 
enriched by the 
industrial and railroad growth of the 
country demanded recognition. The new 
set was to the old set as a calcium light 
to a wax taper with 
the consequent 
dimming of their glory. Stuyvesants, 
LeRoys, Ogdens, Crugers, Schermer- 
horns, Suydams, Whitneys, 
Remsens, 
were'snuffed out and 
Vanderbilts, 
Sloanes, Twomblys. Harrimans. Mor­ 
gans, Rockefellers, and the lot, became 
the leading families.

Today we fiind Mrs. William Astor, 
who mfcst now be at least 75 years of 
age, entertaining in London. 
Fifteen 
years ago she did not know anybody 
in London to entertain. It is about the 
same with the Geolets, Mrs. Ogden and 
Mrs. Robert. 
We find 
Mrs. Bradley 
Martin more at home In England than 
in New York. A few years ago when 
Mrs. Martin was merely Miss Martin, 
daughter of Isaac Sherman, 
the rich 
grocer, she was unknown in the old so­ 
cial set of New York. When she mar­ 
ried Bradley Martin, a well dressed 
young man from Troy, she brought to 
him what he lacked—funds. And now 
with her daughter the 
Countess 
of 
Craven, she is an important person in 
London society, with an assured posi­ 
tion. This list could be lengthened In­ 
definitely. 


In the United States the acquisition 
of wealth is the chief pursuit of the cit­ 
izen. To it he subordinates civic hon­ 
ors. Wealth amassed, tha possessor of 
it seeks the benefits it confers. 
So 
highly is wealth esteemed that it yields 
not only respect, but a certain kind of 
honor to its owner. 
If he desires he 
uses it so that it yields him influence 
If not actual power. Wealth creates a 
feeling of'deference and the signs and 
tokens of deference are paid to him and 
to bis family. ^It is easy lor them to 


assume an air of superiority and they 
generally do. 
Forced into a strata of 
wealthy persons they arrogate to them­ 
selves the pretentions of fashion and 
after a short experience naturally as­ 
sume the pose of aristocrats. 
If they 
do not seek It. there are those who force 
them to adopt it. 
Society becomes a 
field of competition. Being without 
foundation society becomes timorous, 
and the most enterprising seek England 
when social customs have the authority 
of centuries. 


These are the straws. 
The indication is that when Ameri­ 
cans, ladened with wealth have secured 
a foothold in the bes.t society of any 
large American city they become dis­ 
eased with the aristocratic mania and 
develop an abnormal appetite for social 
preferment. 
England affords a social 
condition infinitely in advance of what 
the United States can ever afford, con­ 
sequently they seek in England what 
they cannot find in the United States. 
They make pilgrimages, seeking 
the 
holy grail of modern fashion with the 
ardors of crusaders of 9N years ago. If 
their quest prove encouraging they lo­ 
cate in England. Aa time goes by the 
numbers will increase and before many 
years—judging from the direction Indi­ 
cated by the strawk—the seat of Amer­ 
ican fashion will be on the steps of 
England's throne.

William. A rthur and G ertrude Clark, 
children of W. J. (.’lark of 
¡;M Pine 
street, were seriously injure.! ;lt t>:!0 
o'clock laH evening by the explosion of 
a pop bottle, which cor/.aincd about six 
drachm s of powder. 
The glass 
was 
broken into sm all particles and driven 
through the clothes and into the arm s 
and legs of the three children. A rthur 
Clark was the m ost seriously hurt, hav­ 
ing some 20 perforations in his leg and 
numerous cuts in the left arm. 


The children had obtained ihe pow­ 
der 
from 
giant 
firecrackers 
on 
the 
Fourth of July th at had failed to go off 
when the fuse was lit. Their father had 
forbid them to toueli the bottle with the 
pow rlei In It, but when their parents 
had gone they took the bottle out into 
the back yard and set fire to a string 
that was placed in the mouth of the bot­ 
tle. W aiting a few minutes, the powder 
not going off, they came up close just 
as the explosion look place. 


Cy B. H erbert, living next door, at 
420 Pine, was the first on the scene 
after the explosion, which was heard as 
far as five blocks away, and those near 
state that it was deafening. 
Herbert 
saw the children bleeding and at once 
started for Mr. and Mrs. Clark, w ho had 
started to church and 
were 
several 
blocks aw ay from their residence. T’pon 
leaching home and seeing the condition 
l'li.-' v hildl\ ll Ml. Cl.u'k f.iiui' d, but 
soon recovered and started for a li.v- 
sician. 
Drs. lOstill. M artin and Muir 
were called and used an hour and a 
half in picking out the particles of glass 
from the num erous wounds and taking 
stitches. 


W illiam Claik, aged 13 years, received 
four wounds in the right leg, between 
the ankle and the calf, three cuts in 
the hip. one of which is about 
two 
inches long and Hi inches deep, and 
very painful. 


A rthur Clark, aged 11. was the most 
seriously hurt, being nearest to the bot­ 
tle when the powder exploded. 
Both 
legs were cut with numerous' gashes, 
ranging from one to two 
inches 
in 
length. One or two are over an inch in 
depth. The left arm is cut in 10 places. 
In the wrist an artery is laid bare, but 
not severed. 


Gertrude Clark, aged eight, was cut 
in the ankle and groin and above the 
left eye. 
The cuts were slight, but her 
dress was torn In many places.

PRESIDENT GOMPERS SPOKE 


TO A DENVER AUDIENCE

. Special to the Gazette. 


Denver, July 16.—A large crowd of 


laboring people listened attentively to 
President Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor as he discussed 
the past history of that organization 
and made an eloquent appeal for tho 
labor organizations of the west that 
are not' affiliated with his organiza- 
tion to join the same. In his discus- 


„ sion he treated the many criticisms 


that have recently been hurled at his 
order by the western labor unions and 
kindred societies, and he related many 
incidents of unwritten history. 


His crowd was opposed to him, and 


interrupted him with questions during 
his entire speech. In discussing the 
Leadville strike, and the criticism that 
has been made against his order, he 
stated that during that strike a com- 
mittee from the Western Federation 
of Miners came to 
Cincinnati 
and 


pleaded with the Federation of Labor, 
to adopt a resolution 
lending 
the 


Western' Federation of Labor the mor- 
al and financial support of. the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. 
He said 


that the committee of miners positive^ 
ly stated to the Federation of Labor 
that they knew that the financial aid 
could hot be given; that the commit 
tee of minors wanted me resolution 
passed 'because of ita moral effect. 


Mr. Gompers contended that the 


committee of miners pledged itself to 
protect the Federation of Labor in the 
peculiar resolutions, and then immed- 
, lately afterwards 
began 
a series 


of 
criticisms 
of 
the 
federation 


He said that the Western Federation 
of Miners joined the American Feder- 
ation of Labor after the 
Leadville 


strike had been begun, and they left 
it before tho strike was completed. He 
heldr that the Federation of Labor 


, does not practice the distribution of 
* funds during the strikCi but 
leaves 


. that for the various organizations rep- 


resented in the Federation to( distrlb- 
: ute among their striking members as 


they deem best. 


In discussing the criticism the West- 


ern Miners union has'made against 
his organization, over; its position in 
the Coeur d'Alene matter, he made 
even more startling statements than 
he did in the Leadville strike matter. 
He had in his possession letters and 
receipts from the officers of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners acknowledg- 
ing the receipt of large sums of money 
from the Federation of Labor, which 
the receipts stated were to he used In 
the defense of the miners arrested 
in connection with the Coeur d'Alene 
strike, and also ,in assisting in the 
compiling 'of evidence for the Con- 
gressional Investigation which follow- 
ed. He held that his organization had 
done all in its power to assist both in 
the Leadville strike and in the Coeur 
d'Alene strike, and he stated that his 
organization had rested under' wrong- 
ful criticisms and misleading state- 
ments for six years,, but he proposed 
to tell the truth about the matter 
and let-the .people be the judges. 


In discussing Socialism he scored- 


the leaders of the Socialist party for 
advocating 
international 
socialism 


and also advocating several national 
labor organizations. He claimed that 
united organized 'labor will bring 
about the same results as are contend- 
ed for by the Socialist leaders. 
He 


criticised those leaders for dwelling 
at length upon future realization and 
termed' them 
"Utopian 
dreamers." 


The first part of his speech was de- 


» voted to a .brief review of the strug- 


gle of laboring masses. He discussed 


, • the different systems of labor inaug- 


urated in the past centuries. Finally 
the wage labor system was inaugu- 


•- rated. 


Whop, the Trades Union came into 


existence they found the condition of 


, the laborer in this system depraved 


* and degraded. The Trades Union was 


the first, factor which gave cogniz- 
ance to the condition of the laborer. 
He then discussed. the 
question of 


unity among laborers, and held that 


, the essential thing is for laborers., to 


unite. He next discussed the efforts of 
the Organized labor movement, which 
stand for justice, equity, 
universal 


brotherhood, and the improved con- 
ditions of all laboring classes. He 
held that the movement had 
been 


' growing as the minds of the laborers 
.grew.

"This question of the labor move- 


ment involves strikes and boycotts. 
No man is a lover of strikes. Strikes 
should be'avoided when possible. Un- 
'ions avoid strikes, more' than, any 
.other factor in human 
society.

myself am not in favor of strikes, but 
when labor organizations must strike, 
Strike hard, strike long and strike ef- 
fectually. Abraham Lincoln once said, 
»'Thank God that we live in a country 
where it is possible for laboring men 
to say stop! and the machinery of in- 
dustry will stop!'" He showed what 
will become of the 
people if: they 


should surrender 
their 
rights 
to 


strike. 
"Every - labor : organization 


•' should exert' their right to -strike, and 
, they should continually demand larg- 


er shares of the product of labor." 


Passing on dOwn to the labor situ- 


1 atibn of the west he said: "In regard 


to the things that have affected you 
' In this part of the country, I "wish to 
1 say a few words, but I shall not abuse. 


If we refrain from filling our speeches 


, with abuse, then when these people

make. My only regret is that at this

NEWELL WILL MAKE 


IRRIGATION SURVEY

Washington, July 11.—C. F. Newell, 


chief hxdrographer of the geological 
survey, mis gone to the western states 
to make a. preliminary Investigation of 
the Irrigation problem. The irrigation 
law passed by the last session of con- 
gress has made it necessary for a sur- 
vey to determine the location of the ex- 
tensive reservoir to be located under the 
terms of the law

out to do preliminary work. Mr. Newell 
will have supervision of the task. It 
Is Intended that the preliminary work 
shall "be most thorough and on this ac- 
count It is not expected that the con- 
struction, of any of the proposed res- 
ervoirs will be undertaken for a year 
or two.

whatever success had been achieved 
was due to the rank and file of the 
army. 
He thanked those 
who had 


looked after the friends and relatives 
of those left behind in South Africa. . 
In response to clamorous calls. Gen- 


eral French and General Ian Hamilton 
also spoke, the former remarking that 
they had throughout been inspired by 
the example of their chiefs. 


The freedom of the borough was con- 


ferred on Lord Kitchener and the party 
was then oblljrcd to hurry away In or- 
der to meet their London engagements. 
The progress of Lord Kitchener, and hia 
companions to the railroad station was 
marked by scenes of remarkable enthu- 
siasm. 


Lord Kitchener reached London Nft 


12:48 
p. m., and his progress through 
the metropolis was one of the most 
memorable of the past three days. Tha 
small procession of carriages contain- 
ing the general and his staff, in simple, 
serviceable veldt dress lacked spectac- 
ular features, but evidently -the crowd 
was there in its tens of thousands to 
see the man of the hour and not a pa- 
geant. From the moment he set foot 
In London to the time of his disappear 
ance beneath the portal of St. Jaries' 
palace Kitchener received such an out- 
burst of popular enthusiasm as quite 
overshadowed the demonstrations 
on 


previous and similar occasions. The 
platform at Paddington railroad station 
when Kitchener arrived looked more 
like a reception room of the war offlc» 
or Indian office than a railroad station. 
It was covered with red carpets and 
decorated with a profusion of flowers 
and palms, while rows of 
decorated 
stands, crowded with spectators, had 
been erected at all parts from which 
a view of the returning general could 
be obtained. The platform itself was 
crowded with distinguished personages, 
including Indian princes in resplendent 
costumes, generals and other officers in 
full uniform and many ladies in sum- 
mer dresses. The Prince of-Wales, the 
Duke of Connaught, the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, Lord Roberts, the commander- 
in-chief; Lord Landsdowne, the foreign 
secretary; Mr. Brodrlck, the war sec- 
retary; the Duchess of Somerset, Lady 
Roberts. Lady French, Major-General 
Sir Francis R. Wingate, who succeeded 
Kitchener as sirdar of the Egyptian 
army and governor-general of the Sou- 
dan, and Major-General Slatln Pasha, 
British Inspector.-seneral of the Sou- 
dan, were among those who assembled 
to greet the general. 


In spite of his hatred of "palaver," 
the popular general was obliged to sub- 
mit to the presentation of welcoming 
addresses at Paddington 
and 
other 


points on his way to St. James palace, 
but his replies were brief. 


His replies were cut as short as po- 


liteness permitted and he showed evi- 
dent signs of relief when the procession 
was resumed. 


Kitchener was speedily conducted to 
the king's sick chamber and his majes- 
ty, from his couch, extended a warm 
welcome to the general and personally 
expressed his thanks for the termina- 
tion of hostilities. The king then pre- 
sented to Kitchener, the decoration of 
the new Order of Merit. The general 
then saw the queen after which he 
drove to Lord Roberts' residence in 
Portland place. Kitchener will visit Mr. 
Chamberlain, the colonial 
secretary, 
Monday. 


Kitchener and the generals who ac- 
companied 
him, were entertained at 


luncheon in the great banqueting hall. 
The Prince of Wales occupied the cen- 
tral seat with Kitchener on his right 
and with Lord Roberts opposite. Among 
the guests were the premier, Lord Sal--' 
isbury. Lord Lansdowne, Mr, Brodrlck 
and Lord Raglan, the under secretary 
for war. The hall was hung with pic- 
tures representing war scenes. 


JOHNSTOWN IS IN MOURNING:

Johnstown. Pa., July 12.—The ex- 


tent of the horrible catastrophe of the 
rolling mill mine of the Cambria Steejl 
company is now capable of being 
grasped. 
Early tonight, in spite qf 


conflicting reports as to the number of, 
dead, a careful and complete com- 
pilation by the Associated Press shows 
that 112 is the exact number of bodies 
taken from the mine. Up to 6 o clock 
this evening, 108 had been'recovered, 
and at 8 o'clock, four more were> 
brought to the surface. TO this future 
explorations of corridors may add a 
few, 
but it cannot be many. 


Almost all the employes, who could 


have been In the mine at the time of 
the life-wrecking explosion of Thurs- 
day are accounted for. Very few in- 
quiries for missing have been made to 
the authorities or to the mine officials, 
and this better than anything else 
demonstrates 
the 
impossiDuji.y 'of 


many bodies still remaining in the 
death tomb. 


The mine officials say there is no 


use attempting to estimate the num- 
ber of dead. They say they simply do 
not know, and urge the. futility of 
placing the matter on the basis of 
guesswork. They express the belief, 
however, that all, or almost all, are 
out of the mine.

Superintendent Robinson 


came out .about 4 o'clock this after- 
noon after an arduous day's explorn.-, 
tion. 
Ho expressed his conviction 


that not more than five dead bodies 
would be added to the 108 already 
known. Sunday will dawn upon tho 
populous city of Johnstown prepared 
to devote its attention to mourning 
and funeral obsequies. The inaugural 
Of this grim program was given today, 
when more than a score of interments 
took place. As late as 7 o'clock this 
evening, funeral processions, bands 
playing djrges and uniform escorts at 
their heads passed through the streets 
Of the city.

' After the bringing of the 16 bodies 
to tho morgue at an early hour today, 
J<: was commonly . rumored that the 
mine officials, were endeavoring to 
hide the truth as to the extent of t}ie 
disaster. The developments of the day 
showed, that these suspicions were un- 
warranted.

found were in a bad state of decay. 
The search went on after three were 
brought out and still continues. 


All day thousands of men, women 


and children, drawn thither out of 
morbid curiosity,. lingered about tho 
low f ram« structure. Their appetite ap- 
parently could not be satisfied by the 
already vast horror. Hundreds stood 
in a baking sun nearly opposite on 
the other side of the Conemaugh river,, 
where the cars came down from the 
mine entry. 
Most of these were in- 


terested for friends who were possi- 
ble victims. Down below, a quar<.er of 
a mile, the streets ot Oouemaugh City 
were clogged with funeral corteges.

Denver, July 11.—Attorney General 


Post sent to Governor Orman today an 
opinion regarding the collection of the 
1901 corporation taxes. For some- time, 
the state board of equalization has 
been flooded with Queries from .the 
county'commissioners, asking If there 
was not some way In which a compro- 
mise . might be effected, so • that the 
counties could collect a portion, at 
least, of the 1901 corporation takes. In 
his letter today, the attorney ^general 
recommends that the counties compro- 
mise on the 1902 valuations. He holds 
that the several counties .can make 
such a compromise for the county 
taxes, but because'of the Montgomery 
remedial bill which .was. passed; last 
winter the state cannot compromise 
until the validity of this measure is 
tested. .He holds, however, that the 
state can apcept and receipt for 
amounts paid upon the valuations of 
1902, 
and if the remedial bill is held 


constitutional, then collect the remain- 
der of i the state taxes. This .remedial 
bill 'provides for the collection of the 
1901 corporation state taxes. A portion 
of his opinion is as follows: 


"By the act of the late extra session 


of the legislature, usually called the" le- 
galization act, found at pages 32 to 43, 
inclusive, of the session laws of that 
session, it is provided that such assess- 
ment made by the state board of equal- 
ization should in. all respects be lawful, 
tho same- as thpugh such assessment 
and sending'out of statements thereof, 
and the extenumg of such statements 
upon the county assessment roll, and 
the coUnty tax list should be legal, the 
same' as though such acts had been 
done ^within the time prescribed by 
the law of 1891, or the revenue act of 
1901.) Similar legislation has been 
sustained by the highest courts in 
many* states of the union. 


"I, therefore, conclude that the rail 


roads and other like 
corporations 


whose property has been thus assessec 
are not only morally but are legally 
bound to pay the taxation as -assessed 
an4 levied under the conditions above 
mentioned; but I have also concludet 
that under the circumstances as they 
exist and as above recited that these 
corporations will hold out and refuse 
to pay the taxe's so levied, and wil 
not, unless compelled so to do by 
judgment of some court of competent 
jurisdiction. 'I have, therefore, con 
eluded, without officially advising any 
ot the counties of the state or the offl 
cere whose duty it is to collect such 
revenue, to say that I believe it is 
expedient to compromise with thes 
corporations, stating it as a matter o 
law that the county commissioners 
have the rlgnt to lebate any reasons 
bio amount from collection of taxes 
due-to the counties, and. that if th< 
railroad'and other like corporation! 
would pay the 1901 taxation upon thel 
properties upon some just basis tha 
the county treasurers, under the dlrec 
tion of the county commissions, woul( 
nave the right to receive and receip 
in full for the taxes due to the coun 
ties, and would have also the right tc 
receive the 4-mJll tax due to the state 
upon the basis of any such compro 
raise and remit \o the state treasm'e 
the amount so collected, but coum no 
give acquittance m full for the taxe 
due to the state-"

taxes for the year 1901, it will b 
proof positive that they are robbin

THE MAYBRICK PARDON. 


D 


R. HELEN DEN8MORE of New York, who has been actively interested 


for many years in Obtaining freedom for Mrs. Maybrick, the American 
woman who is serving a life sentence in an English prison charged 
with poisoning her husband, Mr. James Maybrick of Liverpool, has 


just received a letter from the Bareness do Roqttes, Mrs, Maybrlck's mother. 
The Baroness writes from Rouen, France: 
' . 


"You will bo interested to know that the English press is agitating 


the matter of the one-tenth remission of all good conduct prisoners. 
Sir Algernon West has -made a public press appeal for this. He was a 
prison visitor for years, and on his authority it is stated that Mrs. 
Maybrlck's conduct has been excellent. Lady Rlvversdale, with' other 
English women of rank, is agitating that the prisoners be not forgotten 
at the coronation. Prom What I hear there is a strong probability that 
Florence will be free In August, as the ten per cent, rule would- make • 
her time limit only two more years, and if they should make the pro- 
posed remission to prisoners of one-tenth, her release would be due in 
August. . . . You can Quite understand my state of anxiety. I 
am going over to see her in July instead of this month, the regular 
date, hoping to avoid the crowd and hoping that we may know more 
then. She 4s so frail that I almost fear the result of freedom. One of 
the officials told me lately they were seriously anxtoup about her. 
There was a rumor that she would bo required at once to go to the 
United States, but this she could not endure, nor could I. Moreover, 
I have no funds for the expensive trip." 
Dr. Helen De'nsmorc, apropos of this case, remarked: "The press has 


been extensively circulating rumors of a pardon to be granted on the corona- 
tion of King Edward. .Whether there is any foundation to these rumors is 
very uncertain. The friends of Mrs. Maybrick have had their hopes blasted 


r times during her thirteen years' incarceration that they are not easily 


buoyed tit by stories of this kind. This case is one of the most unique in 
modern criminal Jurisprudence, and if the facts of the great injustice of the 
Maybrick trial should ever become known to the English public, the people 
would be horrified that England, the most civilized, the most Christian nation 
in the world, could have perpetrated such an outrage. 


Gail Hamilton made the particulars of this case widely known in America. 


The late Lord Chief Justice Russell has left It on record in the home depart- 
ment that In his opinion Mrs. Maybrick 'was unfairly tried, ought never to 
have been convicted and ought to be released.' Our ambassadors in London 
ihave successively used their efforts in her behalf, and, in spite of all, the 
English government has persistently refused either to exercise clemency or 
to grant a reopening of the case, which her friends believe would demonstrate 
her innocence. If King Edward shall be moved to pardon this unfortunate, 
let us hope he will not delay, lest she be summoned to a higher court." 


THE INDIAN AT WORK.

HERE are plenty of old timers In Colorado who will be surprised to 


learn that the Indian, especially the Sioux, has gone to work, yet that 
Is what has happened by order of the interior department taking effect 
July 1. Even the aboriglnee has discovered that this is a work-a-day 


world and that you can't get what you want without working for it. 


A quarter of a century ago the Sioux was ready enough to work mischief on 


the settler, but that was the only kind of work ho turned his hand to. Every 
other variety of work was done by the squaw; all the drudgery of daily exist- 
ence, the preparation of food, hauling water, dressing skins/ striking camp, 
etc., all fell on her; the buck,hunted and fought and was "heap big Indian"; 
anything else was derogatory to his dignity. Of course some tribes like the 
semi-civilized and peaceful Navajos did a moderate amount of work but the 
fierce and predatory Indians of the plains, like the Sioux, Comanehes, Arapa- 
(toes and Apaches, were as scornful of work as the modern hobo. The hunt- 
ing and fighting stage passed away with the settlement of the great west; 
he was fought to a standstill and put on a reservation where he received his 
regular allowance of supplies from tho government and loafed. 
Now the 


.oaftng period Is over and commissioner Jones has decreed that he must cut 
ils hair and go to work; » exchange feathers and dressed deerskin for blue 
jumper and overalls; stain his face with the sweat of his brow ana;the 
luat of mother earth Instead of red.and yellow ochre; lay aside the rifle-arid 
:he hunting knife and take1 up the shovel and the hoe. But_th« Indian isnrt 
doing :this just because he is ordered to'but.because: it.pays; Indian agents 
nave been supplied many times with agricultural tools, but the' ploughs, spaces 
and rakes have rusted in the storehouses for laek'of;uBe% Now he has a motive 
;o work which is the acquisition of the dollar. Among the other vices of civi- 
lization which the inferior race acquires when it rubs up against the superior. 
is the love of the almighty dollar, not from a. miserly desire of possession but for 
what it brings of the good things of life. The Indian likes to smoke, ho has a 
;hirst and ho enjoys '.'sitting into a:little game"," 'with'the other bucks; all 
these things cost money and there is-just one way^.to get it—by working at 
$1.25 
a day. So White Crow and Red Feather and Big Moon are shoveling 


dirt and building roads just like Tom, Jack and Jim. 'He is no longer, "Lo, 
the poor Indian, whose untutored mind sees God in the clouds or hoars htm 
in tho wind," ho has been "tutored" up to the point' of passing an examination 
how to remove so many cubic yard^nof gravel .in a (lay's work and ho has 
gone at it with all the muscular energy he has been saving up for many 
generations. The picturesque Indian of the past with his feathers, deerskins, 
beadwork, rifle and scalping knife is gone; hereafter we can only find him in 
the wild west show. The red man has become a day laborer.

DISAGREEMENTS WITHIN THE PARTIES.

HE Republican and Democratic parties presents curious analogy just

It made evident the fact that for some years past the dif- 
lerenccs of opinion on public questions and on party policy, and the jeSloUsy 
and dislike of the leaders for each other have been so great that what Is called 
the Democratic party is really two parties of different political ideals and 
united only in the hope of defeating the party in power. Should ;such a'dis- 
united party as that ever succeed at the polls, it could only fail In congress;

"A Public Document.'

York Times.) 


It is strange and almost pathetic how 
much good reading gets printed every 
•ear at the expense of Uncle Sam which 
t may be said that nobody ever reads. 
An inculpated or attacked officer of the 
army 'or navy or a department official 
prepares,' for instance, an exhaustive 
nd satisfactory defense of his conduct, 
and thereafter refers inquirers to "my 
report." But the general public never 
sees it. When Uncle Sam has a good 
'document" out of the government 
printing office he ought to advertise It, 
as other publishers do. Otherwise love's 
abor is lost. To parody the proverb 
ibout the horse and the water, you may 
lend public documents to a constituent, 
but you cannot make him read what he 
rashly assumes to be illegible. 


The occasion oC these remarks is "H. 


R. Doc. No. 645" of the late session. It 
is a letter from the secretary of the 
navy transmitting the correspondence 
Between the department and Admiral 
Kempff in relation to the bombardment 
of the Taku forts in China. It is. in 
fact, a complete account and a complete 
vindication of the course we took 
:o\vard China and toward our esteemed 
lilies at the outset of the advance on 
Peking. It' was the same course which 
we pursued afterward, when the army 
took up its work. But this is an ac- 
count of the share of the navy. It Is 
made plain in these pages that Secre- 
tary Hay, Secretary Root and Secretary 
Long were all of one mind about that 
deplorable transaction and all worked in 
harmony. What Secretary Hay has hap- 
pily described our diplomacy as being— 
a blend of the Golden Rule and the 
Monroe doctrine—was Illustrated In that 
operation by every American concerned, 
and secured us the gratitude of the 
Chinese and our own national self re- 
spect. 


It appears In the correspondence that 
Admiral Kempff anticipated by his own 
good sense ana good feeling, the con- 
clusions at which the administration at 
Washington was to arrive, and on his 
own responsibility 
&nd for 
reasons 
which he gives with force and clearness 
declined to co-operate In tho bombard- 
ment of Chinese forts before any overt 
act had been" committed by China, 
In addition to this showing, the ad- 


miral unconsciously vindicates himself 
as the possessor of some of the most 
valuable and entertaining qualities of 
the traditional "sea dog." When the 
foolish Chinese In the forts frustrated 
his .efforts to save them by commuting 
the overt act, the admiral observes: 
"The forts opened fire, first, at 12:Bo 
n. m. of the 17th, without As-arnlng to 
anyone, and apparently did not care 
who might suffer so long as the man 
behind the gun did not kill himself." 
And again; of the relations between 
ourselves and our allies, he nautically 
observes: 


"The British and our forces have mu- 
tual confidence In each other and work 
cheerfully together. We also ge;t along 
without • any trouble ut all. with all 
<fthers, but on account of the difference 
of language the officers and men do not 
associate so much with each other."

"not inconsistent with treaty obliga- 
tions." The point on which the Demo- 
cratic alarmists pinned their faith in 
their predicted failure of the exclusion 
law was that some of our treaties with 
foreign nations provided for the free 
admission into the country of their 'sub- 
jects and that these provisions -would 
apply to the new law affecting Chinese 
Immigration. If it.had been ppssiETe to 
give the phrase such a broad and swefep- 
ing .interpretation as to make it cover 
every treaty to which the Unite'd States 
was a party, the barrier erected against 
the servile:Asiatic laborer would, have 
been destroyed, of course, and nothing 
short of the enactment of a new law 
free from the challenged phrase could 
have restored it. But nobody possessed 
of ordinary common sense could have 
been expected to put such an Interpreta- 
tion on the Intent of congress. The lat- 
ter never intended to give the phrase 
any other meaning than that which 
wp.uld apply to existing treaties with 
China. This was the ground taken by 
the "Chronicle" at the time of the pas- 
sing of the bill. It would have been the 
height of absurdity to assume that the 
terms of a treaty made with England, 
Russia, France or Italy were applicable 
to legislation affecting only the Chinese 
race. But the Phelan Chinese commis- 
sion and its organ harped long and loud 
on that one string, with the view of 
Impressing the people of this state that 
a Republican congress had passed a law 
which abolished Chinese restriction. 
If anyone was influenced by such 


foolish reasoning, all cause for fear in 
that respect is now dispelled.

Representiitive John F. Lac'eyi choir- 
nian of the house committee on public 
lands, Is going to spend part of his 
vacation poking " around in the cliff- 
dwellers' region north of Santa F.?, N. 
M. Representative Lacey has been fore- 
most in the efforts made to' protect the 
ruins of the prehlBtorio people of the 
west by legislative action. An effort 
,was made in the last congreas" to have 
the section which Mr. Laaey intends 
viBltlng set aside as a nationalpark, 
to ;t*e" known as the Parjlto National 
Park, or preferably, The. Cliff .Dwellevs' 
National Park. The section is of. great 
scientific and historic value and ivas 
,Wj«JeJy ••'! exploited two or thrae years 


ago. The dry climate and remote sec-* 
tlons in which they are situated lyive 
preserved the ruins far beyond the time 
they would have survived in a more 
Jiumld atmosphere. 
It is estimated, 


that they must have housed at one 
time nearly 200,000 people. From one 
point of observation one can see ttte 
doors of more than 2,000 of these dwel- 
lings. Mr, Lacey will spend some time 
In the region, getting personal Informa- 
tion In order that he may be equipped 
for further efforts In securing legisla- 
tion for the protection and presjiwa- 
tloh of these wonderful ruins.

rooms. The stairway will open on all 
the drawing.rooms, and the stately pro- 
cession of the presidential party "down 
the grand stairway will, be visible from 
the blue room.- Heretofore,-only those 
clustered in ..the main corridor could 
see this entrance. The present private 
stairway will be removed.and its space 
and the corridor on which it opens will 
be thrown into the. adjoining apart- 
ments, 'and will form the new state din- 
Ing room, a hall only 25 feet shorter 
than the east room. 


. Junketing trips at the expense of the 
government are going out In favor. But 
one has been provided for the present 
recess, and this one will hot be un- 
profitable to the government.

Uncle Sam has a new and novel ten- 
ant. Furthermore, a tenant who abso- 


lutely refuses to pay his rent, Is most 
disorderly about the premis.es, and quite 
regardless of the feelings of the tenants 
on the floor under him. He has selected 
the chamber over the great clock in the 
tower of the United States Post Office 
building, and is at the top of that de- 
partment, Postmaster-General Paynn 
to the contrary. The habits of this oc- 
cupant of government quarters are dis- 
tressing. He takes his meals at all 
hours, of the day and night, and leaves 
the refuse from his table strewn about 
the floor, for the distraction of thu 
watchman, when he does not pitch It 
out of the tower on the heads of 
passers-by. The Post office Is. located 
just.a block from the city market and 
the nasty old reprobate brings home 
every market da"y a great supply of 
doves and-'game for his culinary depart- 
ment, that IB, for his dining room, for 
he dispenses with cooking. The watch- 
man swears roundly over his unwel- 
come and .undesirable occupancy, but, 
according to the laws of the District 
of Columbia, he cannot be shot, and 
the United States Treasurer himself 
may clamor for government rents, whllf 
the attorney general might puff up to 
that high' tower chamber and serve 
warrants and notices galore. The whole 
government machinery, executive, leg- 
islative and departmental, may fume 
and fuss eternally, but no power under 
heaven will move that obstinate tenant, 
or, as the watchman terms him, "that- 
damned turkey buzzard."

Ths secret service men whose duty 
It is to guard the president during his 
trips away from Washington, had a 
new thing to think of during the visit 
of Mr. Roosevelt to Plttsburg. 
The 
public generally does not know of the 
score or more of contingencies that a 
secret service'of fleer has constantly'to 
be provided for. A goad many per- 
sons,- however, were conscious of the 
^aot that President Roosevelt was In 
more danger during his Pittsburg visit 
than would have existed on any ordi- 
nary occasion from the fact that it was 
the Fourth of July. Naturally, explo- 
sives of almost every-description were 
being used throughout the city, and It 
was Immediately recognized that In 
this fact there was ah element ot dan- 
ger. An assassin might do harm to the 
president without immediate detection, 
becausei -If he fired from a crowd, he 
could :not be distinguished from" the 
large number of other' persons who 
were, Innocently enough, celebrating 
the "glorious Fourth." 
A secret ser- 
vice officer was sent on from Wash.lng- 
ton two or .three days In advance to 
confer with the committee of arrange- 
ments at Pittsburg in regard to mea- 
sures to be taken " for guarding ^the 
president. . One of. the first things he 
did was to insist that no firecrackers, 
toy pistols,-pr other kind of fireworks 
should be used along the route which 
the president was to take from the 
railway station to Schenley park. This 
was agreed to, and placards were post- 
ed throughout the town forbidding the 
use of explosives durjng the time when 
the pre'sldentrshould pass over the four- 
mile drive from the station to the parlc. 
Despite these'precautions, however, the 
crack of plstolsTand.of firecrackers and 
torpedos was frequently heard on the 
sidewalk opposite President Roosevelt's.- 


carriage as he was driving along. The 
vehicle was almost surrounded by po- 
licemen and 
plain-clothes detectives, 
but they seemed unable to Identify the 
persons in the crowd who were doing 
the firing. At last, Mr. Roosevelt him- 
self spoke to Secretary Cortelyou about 
It, and the platoon of detectives who 
were .following the carriage were or- 
dered to' take up their lino of march 
along tho sidewalks on each side. They 
did so with the .result that within a 
few minutes a man who directed a 
pistol directly at the president and fired 
blank cartridges -was .arrested before 
the smoke from tho explosion had left 
the fire arm. The officers were espe- 
cially vigilant during the rest of the 
drive, and tho president was disturbed 
only once or twice more before the park 
was reached. Aside from these inci- 
dents, the day-was passed without any 
unusual "scare" being caused on the. 
part of the five or sjx secret service 
detectives who accQnipanled President 
Roosevelt on his trip. But they all felt 
an unusual nervous strain during thin 
Fourth of July trip;;'ana were glad' 
when it was over.

Cape May Is reached, the entire, city 
seems to have received instructions to 
avoid taking coin from the visitors. The 
street car conductors will not collect 
fare from them, the bath house keepers 
will furnish them bathing suite, but win 
take no pay In exchange, and at the big 
Stockton hotel, where the guests are 
quartered, everything possible will be 
done for the visitors except to relieve 
them of any portion of their money. 
The agents of the Pennsylvania com- 
pany who accompany the excursionists 
constantly admonish their guests. to 
drink champagne, and if the guests are 
modest about ordering this expensive 
beverage, they do not hesitate In order- 
Ing It for them. The excursion given 
last week by the Pennsylvania company 
was attended by 425 people, newspaper 
writers .of Washington, Baltimore and 
Philadelphia and members of their 
families. The same generous treatment 
which has been the feature of so many 
excursions of this kind marked the one 
given this year and the. uncalled-for lib- 
erality of the Pennsylvania company to-

In, 
1897, the year preceding that In which 
Puerto Rico, Hawaii and the Philippines 
came under tho American flag, the ship- 
ments to those islands were, according 
to the figures of the treasury bureau 
of statistics,' {6,773,560. In 
1901 they 


were over $30,000,000 .and in the fln<!al 
year just ended they will be, accord- 
ing to the best figures that tho bureau 
of statistics can obtain, fully »36,000,000. 
To 'this may be added the estimate of 
$15,000,000 of shipments to Alaska in 
the last year. This would bring the to- 
tal sales of American goods in-the non- 
contiguous territory of the United 
States up to about $50,000,000 In the last 
fiscal year, against about $10,000,000 in 
that same territory .in 1897. 
Considering the figures In detail, the 
bureau of statistics finds that the ex- 
ports from the United States to Puerto 
Rico, which were. In 1897. $1,088,838. 
were, in WOO, $4,640,449; In 1901 $6,861,9)7. 
and as they were $9,661,000 In the 11 
months ending with May, It Is safe to 
assume that the figures for the fiscal 
year will show a total-of over $10,000,000 
of shipments to Porto .Rico for the year 
ending June 30, 1902. To Hawaii, the 
exports In the fiscal year 1897 were $4,- 
690,075; by 1899 they had reached $9,- 
305,470; In 1900, $13,609,148. Subsequent 
to that time tho bureau of statistics pf 
shipments to Hawaii are based, upon 
estimates supplied by collector, of cus- 
toms at San Francisco and Honolulu 
and are put at $20,000,000 as e. conserva- 
tive figure.

TO THE FOURTH 


William. Arthur and Gertrude Clark, 
children of W. J. Clark of 424 Pine 
street, were seriously injured at- 6:10 
o'clock last evening by the explosion of 
a pop bottle, which contained about six 
drachms of powder. 
The glass 
was 
broken Into small particles and driven 
through the clothes and Into the arms 
and legs of the three children. Arthur 
Clark was-.the most seriously hurt, hav- 
ing some 20 perforations in his leg and 
numerous cuts In tho left arm. 
The children had obtained the pow- 
der from giant firecrackers on the 
Fourth of July that had failed to go off 
when the fuse was lit. Their father had 
foVbld them to touch' the bottle with the 
powder in it, but when their parents 
had gone they took the bottle out Into 
the back yard and set fire to a string 
that was placed In tbe mouth of the bot- 
tle. \ Waiting a few minutes, the powder 
not 'going off, they came up close just 
as the explosion took place. 


Cy B. Herbert, living next door, at 


420- Pine, was the first on the scene 
after the explosion, which was heard as 
far as five-blocks away, and those near 
state that it was deafening. Herbert 
saw the children bleeding aiid at once 
started for Mr. and Mrs. Clark, who had 
started to church and were several 
blocks away from their residence. Upon 
reaching Home and seeing the condition 
of.his children Mr. Clark fainted, but 
soon recovered and started for a r«iy- 
slcian. Drs. Estlll. Martin and Mulr 
were called and used an hour and a 
half In picking out the particles of glass 
from the numerous wounds and taking 
stitches. 


William Clark, aged 13 years, received 


four wounds (ft the right.leg, between 
the ankle and the calf, three cuts in 
the hip, one of which Is about 
two 
Inches long and, 1% Inches deep, arid 
very painful. 
Arthur Clark, aged 11, was the most 
seriously hurt, being nearest to tbe bot- 
tle when the powder exploded. Both 
legs were cut with numerous' gashes, 
ranging from one'to two 
lnr>><"» In 
length. -One or two are over an Inch in 
depth. The left arm Is cut in 10 places. 
In the wrist.an artery Is laid bare, but 
not severed.
